investigation. The actual losses to labor 
by those reductions during the 2% years 
were at least $1,000,000,000, an average 
of $200 for eaoh of the 5,000,000 work- 
ers, or about $80 a year. The average 
advance of 10 per cent received by 200,- 
000 workers means a restoration of 
about half the loss, or §40-a year. For 
tho half year since last April tho resto- 
ration has amounted to §20. For-the 
200,000 who have received the increase 
of 10 per cent the restoration amounts 
to $4,000,000. In brief, but $4,000,000 
of the $1,000,000,000 lost during the 
panic has been restored to labor. But 
200,000 persons have been, benefited by 
iat restoration. Four million eigh 
aundred- thousand workers are str 
waiting for the restoration of a loss o: 
$996,000,000.

Aslicroft and Barkurville, B. C., a dis- 
.tance of some 300 miles. Ashcroft is on 
the lino of. railway, und Barkorvlilo is in 
the heart of tho gold region. . Thero is a 
flue wagon road the whole length of tho 
routo, and at present a big business Is be- 
ing dono by horso stage linos. Bufln the 
Cariboo country everything tho horses eat 
has to be imported as o, heavy eiponso, and 
tho road runs through such a mountain- 
ous region tho horses do not lass long.

of the failure of the two branches of 
the City Council to agree In an 
elec- 
tion: and ir is In such cases that thr 
pressure upon the officials who are thus 
in peril approaches to criminality. 
The position of a head of a depart- 
ment -who desires to render the. city 
honest, efficient service, and pre."erve an 
honorable record, when his place is in 
controversy, and he Is "held up" by a 
mem-ber of the Council whose vote w;ll 
determine his fate, and he is compelled 
to submit to the oQicial axe or become 
an instrument to rob the public treas- 
ury, is not to be envied. And a com- 
munity thrr would submit to such of- 
ficial mis-conduct after it had become 
fully -advised thereof Is unfit for self 
government. 


Tublic oificials come before us and in- 
quire ''whet would you do under the 
p.ir?.um."ta.nces?" 
IE we do not grant 


the demands, they say, some one more 
subservient will succeed us who will, 
and we will but have sacrificed our- 
selves without ar.y gain to the 
city. 


Your commission cannot condom? such 
brea-ches of trust: but it can recom- 
mend and insist upon such amendments 
to our charter as will reduce the evils 
referred to to the minimum or entirely 
remedy them. 


To shut out importunity and secure a 


bOily of efficient laborers the state has 
provided, through a civil service com- 
mis.-iion. rules that have b en adopted 
in Boston, Ciimbrld^e, 
Newton 
and 


possibly elsewhere. The results as cer- 
tiri"d to us are a reduction of expense-^ 
and less criticism of the wage earning 
force. Laborers In Boston are largely 
in favor of the system. 
The conditions we refer to are not 


exceptional, they exist in most cities. 
It is conceded that municipal govern- 
ment is the one conspicuous failure- of 
American institutions.

when we framed our City Ch;ur- 


ters we committed the mistake of go- 
Ing abroad and taking as our model

ment. And -we set up these exotic gov- 
ernments between the State and Town 
governments 
whose

So long as our cities 
were young, 


population small and Interests less di- 
verse and complex, the" evils of tills 
form of government were not so ap- 
parent; but year by year as population 
increased, it be-came more and more ev- 
ident, until Municipal Government has 
come to be but another name for mis-

thirty years. The tendency to, substi- 
tute the one man power of the; Mayor 
for the unwlelds- 
and 
irresponsible 
machinery of the City Council and its 
committees has been, deprecated 
by 


some as contrary to European prece- 


form of government more democratic 
both In fact and theory. In a pure de- 
mocracy there Is .no-room for repre- 
sentative Institutions, and 
although 


g-ov«?rnment by direct popular vote has 
failed whenever tried in populous com- 
munities, it should be remembered that 
government by committees of c.n elect- 
ed body Is not democracy in "the true 
and original serw*e. The new system Is 
In theory more democratic than the leg- 
islative committee system, and is more- 
over a distinctively 
American 
idea, 


£"or a strongr and independent execu- 
tive is that feature of the political In- 
stitutions of thia-country, which ..dis- 
tinguishes them most completely from 
the parliamentary forms-of; government 
commoTi in European staLtea. 


In practice the plan has, I think, 
worker!-well; Immeasurably hotter, at 
(••ast, than the old one. It nas brought 
t*bout better results -In the separate 
departments; It has secured a

co-operation between them, and.it has 
rendered easier the practice of econo- 
my.

Mayor, and It rhaTtets him lite'rally re- 
sponsible- In the eyes of the people for 
everything that goes wrens?, even in re- 
spuct to matters- over which ho has no 
control; but, on the other hjind, the 
honor's and opportuniDies of. the ollice 
are co-equal with its difficulties.

Of cities of our class. 
Worcester has made it the distinctive 
feature of Its new charter and

Chief Executive of that city testifies to 
the good results that.have followed.and 
that this feature Is daily coming- to be 
more and more apppreciated' by the cit- 
izens.

The report of the financial commission. 


Is submitted and is in every respect a docu- 
ment worthy of careful perusal. 


It is strictly non-partisan, so much so 


indeed that It recommends the complete 
divorce of municipal government from 
partisan politics. 


It may bo that wero every source of 


extrATiipinco cut off, every opportunity of 
getting "soft snaps" on the city removed, 
tho great aims of partisanship and of poli- 
tical (illlce seekers would bo to a great ex- 
tent overcome or set aside. 


At tho outstart tho report shows what 


must bn acknowledged to be tho result of 
extravagance and miflgovernmont in the 
abnormal increase In expenditures as com- 
pared \uth the increase in valuation and 
even of population. 


it id a aorlous exposure of what was 


supposed to bo economic administrations 
to shuw that wore the tax rate as high as 
tin; expenditures warranted it to be, it 
wmild have stood in round numbers from 
two to five dollars a $1,000 higher thau it 
n'iilly was. This Indicates to what extent 
tli-; current expenses of government were 
p If.l up ag:vinst the future, thus increas- 
iiii; to mi enormous extent tho indobted- 
ji-jis of tho city. 


TII overcome this the commission does 


n<it recommend an increase of the 
tax 


rv.t'j so much as economy in making ex- 
"•^iliturea. 
Tho taxes aro ultimately 


p.iid by the laboring people and to in- 
cr-asu tho levy would, therefore, increase 
li:i: burdens of labor. 


.lint in regard to labor tho commission 


would neither increase the burden nor les- 
sen, the remumeration, but it would insist 
upon a fair day's work fora fair day's pay. 
It would secure tho best value in the labor 
market as well as in any other market and 
for this reason would place tho street de- 
partment under tho operation of civil ser- 
vice rules in order that efficiency rather 
than political pull may rule In selecting 


• employes. 


The general plan of the city govern- 


ment is condemned and a radical changes 
recommended. 


To overcome tho deadlock feature and 


secure direct responsibility to tho people 
tho commission recommends that 
the 


mayor's powers be enlarged, that he be 
given tho power of appointing all heads of 
departments subject to confirmation by 
aldermen except in case of a purchasing 
agent, the ineuiubeut of a now ollice the 
duty of which will be to purchase material 
and supplies for all the departments. 


Tho legislative and executive depart- 


ments are thus to bj kept entirely dis- 
tinct so that no alderman, no councilman 
and no committee of the city council shall 
have In hand the expenditure of any 
amount of the city's money. 


That will preclude the idea of a legisla- 


tor pushing through a resolution provid- 
ing for a certain outlay in order that he 
may hhvn control thereof. 
It also pre- 


cludes unauthorized junkets such as are 
frequently taken without warrant or au- 
thority at the city's expense. 


This recommendation as well as that for 


enlarging the mayor's power and appoint- 
ing a purchasing agent is good and should 
be adopted. 


In giving tho aldermen power to reject 


all nominations made by the mayor, the 
commission seems Jo set up.an obstacle to 
increasing the powers of chief executive 
and to provide for a deadlock which 
the 


expressed intention is to remove. 


Tho Boston method of giving the mayor 


large executive powers is favored and with 
good reason. If he fails to serve the peo- 
ple right he can be removed at the end of 
his first term whereas it sometimes re- 
quires a life-time to retire one of the de-

Speaking of tho Alaska boundary dis-

"Along the coast -between Portland 


ohnnncl and the ono hundred nnd furfy- 
flrst moridian is n group of islands, about 
1,100 in number, called tho Alexander 
archipelago, and here Is tho point, of tho 
dispute: England now claims that in her 
treaty of 1825 j!-itli Russia tho 'shorn lino' 
should be construod to moan the shores of 
thusu islands along tho coast, not the coast 
of tho mainland.

"It seems that as a protection against 
the effect of a dendldck in- the Board in 
the future, the Superintendent should 
be empowered to fin all vacancies which 
the Board fails to fill after a- reasonable 
time. He should further have author- 
ity 
to transact

which is neglected as n result of a dead- 
lock. A rule providing'that any motion 
defeated by a tie vote shall be referred 


i to the Superintendent with full powe 
I to do what he deems best for the- in 
terests of the schools in regard to. th 
matter, would obviate a deadlock; bu 
to undertake such a duty the Sup^rin 
tenflent should have greater fixity 
tenure in office.

Of Great Practical ITse—How It Was Dis- 


covered In the Mountains of North Car- 
ollca—Experts Say It Is the Santo as 
Sanllclit. 


Exports say that the most wonderful 11- 


lumiuant yet invented has come from tho 
accidental discovery of n gas from acety- 
lene, hor'etoforo vaguely known as a chem- 
ical compound existing in small quantities 
and susceptible of birt limited manufac- 
ture. T. L. Wi;bon was trying to manu- 
facture cheap aluminium down at his 
works in tha little town of Spray, in North 
Carolina. 
He conceived the idea of do- 


composing lime antl-soparating tho metal 
calcium, and of thereafter bringing this 
calcium into contact with ordinary alu- 
minium, or clay, by fusing theni-togethor 
under tho influence of the heat of the cleo- 
trio aro. 


In order to separate calcium, then, from 


lime ilr. Wilson one day in tho coui'se of 
his experiments brought together burned 
lime and finely divided or powdered car- 
bon in tho form of coke dust. Ho used 
certain proportions of each uid put tho 
mixture between the poles of an elcctrio 
arc. 
Intense heat resulted, .'*.nd the mix- 


ture was melted down. Instead of .(inding 
in his furnace after it had cooled off tho 
metal calcium of which ho had 'been in 
search ho discovered a hundred or two 
pounds of a brown crystalline compound. 


Doubtless Mr. Wilson was disappointed, 


and this slap, this refuse from an unsuc- 
cessful experiment, was east aside. 
But 


for an accident it might have remained in 
tliii rcfuso hoap forever. 
Chance, iu tho 


shape perhaps of a slovenly oilico boy or 
a careless housecleaner, threw some water 
on this mass of brown slag. It may have 
been Mr. Wilson himself who hurled away 
tho dregs of his drinking cup. 
At all 


events, he was present when a wonderful 
thing happened. As soon as the water 
touched tho brown mass Mr. Wilson saw, 
witli intense Interest, that ic began to fuse 
and splutter and crumble, evolving all tho 
while a gas whose properties ho became 
immediately anxious to investigate. A 
chemical analysis of the gas disclosed the 
fact that it was acetylene. A match ap- 
plied to it generated at once a.brilliant 
white light, so intense nnd powerful as to 
dira the elcctrio arcs near by and almost 
to scorch the eyes. 


Nature had boon onco moro at work in 


her laboratory for tho benefit of man. 
Chemical analysis of the brown mass found 
in the furnace, tho slag or residuum, 
showed it to bo not a mixture, as Mr. 
Wilson had supposed, of metallic calcium 
and undecomppsed limo and carbon, but. a 
positive now chemical compound of cal- 
cium and carbon, expressed in the formula 
of Ca2, C3. Tho oxides of tho calcium 
had passed off as carbon monoxide, leav- 
ing tho now product, calcium carbide. 
That was tho brown slag. 


But what marvel of science took place 


when that water was accidentally thrown 
on tho mass of calcium carbide? Tho wa- 
ter was instantly decomposed, tho calcium 
was released from its union with tho car- 
bon and reconverted into ordinary lime. 
The calcium carbide having thus lost its 
calcium, tho carbon remaining was at 
onco snapped up by the hydrogen of water, 
which is, of course, a compound of hydro- 
gen and oxygen. This now compound of 
hydrogen and carbon was noue other than 
this wondorful acetylene gas, whose chem- 
ical formula, C3 H2, indicates equal pro- 
portions of carbon and hydrogen. The ex- 
act results of the whole operation, con- 
ducted by nature in the presence of won- 
dering man, showed also than the contact 
of water and tho brown mass would al- 
ways produce a positive percentage of the 


! new acetylene gas, which contains 92.5 of 
j carbon and 7.5 oC hydrogen. 
! 
The light that resulted almost blinded 


tho eyes of the observers, but it didn't 
blind their intellectual vision. They real- 
ized in an Instant what a marvel named 
before them. 


I found Dr. J. J. Suokert, an expert in 


chemistry and physics. He said: "Acety- 
lene gas represents in itself the essence of 
all light. 
All illuminating compounds, 


whether gas or illuminating oil, cannot 
' evolve ^ight without first having burned 
off sufEiuient hydrogen and carbon to form 
acetylene. Now, acetylene gives forth 
light not by reason of the incandescence 
of solid particles of carbon, as hcretoforo 
supposed; but, and here is tho whole point, 
becauso tho carbon is incandescent in a 
vapor form in this new gas, which, for 
that reason, emits a light equal in propor- 
tion to tho light of the sun. In fait, this 
new light is sunlight, for tho two show' 
exactly tho same spectroscope." — New 
York Herald.

Of Great Tractlonl Use—How It Was Dis- 


covered In the Mountains of Xorth Car- 
olina—Experts Say It Za the Samo as 
Sunlight. 


Experts say that tho most wonderful il- 


hnninant yet; invented has como from tho 
accidental discovery of a gas from acety- 
lene, heretofore- vaguely known as a chem- 
ical compound existing in small quantities 
ancl susceptible of btrfc limited manufac- 
ture. T. L. Wilson was trying to manu- 
facture cheap aluminium down ut his 
works in thrt littlo town of Spray, in Xort-h 
Carolina. 
EC' conegjved the idea of de- 


composing lime aud-sepurating the metal 
calcium, and of thereafter bringing this 
calcium into contact with ordinary alu- 
minium, or clay, by fusing them-togethar 
under tho influence of tho heat of tho elec- 
tric are. 


In order to separate calcium, then, from 


limo Mr. Wilson one day in the course of 
his experiments brought together Lurncd 
limo and Unely divided or powdered car- 
bon in the form of coke dust. 
Ho used 


certain proportions of each wid put tho 
mixture between tho poles of an electric 
arc. Intense heat resulted, p.iid the mix- 
ture was melted down. Instead of finding 
in his furnace after it had cooled off tho 
metal calcium of which ho had been in 
search he discovered a hundred or two 
pounds of a brown crystalline compound. 


DrmhUuss Mr. Wilson was disappointed, 


and this slap, this refuse from an unsuc- 
cessful experiment, was cast asido. 
But 


fur an accident it might have remained in 
the refuse heap forever. 
Chanco, in tho 


shape perhaps of a slovenly ollice boy or 
a cureless housecleaner, threw some water 
ou this iimss of brown slag. It nmy hnvo 
beau Mr. Wilson hmisnlf who hurled away 
tho dregs oC his drinking cup. At nil 
events, lie was presunc when a wonderful 
tiling happened. As soon as the water 
touched the brown mass Mr. Wilson saw, 
with intense interest, that it began to fuse 
aud splutter and crumble, evolving all tho 
whilo n gas whoso properties ho becamo 
immediately anxious to investigate. 
A 


chemical analysis of tiie gas disclosed tho 
fact ChaS it was acetylene. A match ap- 
plied to it generated at once a brilliant 
white light, so intense nnd powerful as to 
dim the electric arcs near by and almost 
to scorch tho eyes. 


Nature had been once more at work in 


her laboratory for the benefit of man. 
Chemical analysis of tho brown mass found 
in tho furnace, tho sing or residuum, 
showed it to bo not a mixture, as Mr. 
Wilson hod supposed, of metallic calcium 
and undecomppsed lime and carbon, but- a 
positive new chemical compound of cal- 
cium and carbon, expressed In the formula 
of Ca2, C2. Tho oxides of tho calcium 
htid passed off as carbon monoxide, leav- 
ing tho now product, calcium carbide. 
That was tho brown slag. 


But what marvel of science took place 


when that water was accidentally thrown 
on tho mass of calcium carbide? Tho wa- 
ter was instantly decomposed, the calcium 
was released from its union with tho car- 
bon and reconverted into ordinary lime. 
The calcium carbide having thus lost its 
calcium, tho carbon remaining was at 
once snapped up by the hydrogen of water, 
which is, of course, a compound of hydro- 
gen and oxygen. This cow compound of 
hydrogen and carbon was nono other than 
this wonderful acetylene gas, whoso chem- 
ical formula, CS H2, indicates equal pro- 
portions of carbon and hydrogen. Tho ex- 
act results of the whole operation, con- 
ducted by nature in the presence of won- 
dering man, showed also that tho contact 
of water and tho brown mass would al- 
ways produce a positive percentage of the 
new acetylene gas, which contains 92,6 of 
carbon and 7.5 of hydrogen. 


The light; that resulted almost blinded 


the eyes of the observers, but it didn't 
blind their intellectual vision. They real- 
ized in an instant what a marvel flamed 
before them. 


I found Dr. J. J. Suckert, tin expert in j

GENERAL; RECOMMENDATIONS. 


We recommend that the Charter be 


amended so as to provide as follows:

cers and boards In their respective de-

The administrative boards and offi- 
cers having the ;charge.of a deport- 
ment, shall have'the power to appoint

subject to inspection, of all so ap- 
pointed and employed, and of all dis- 
charged and removed, and, in case of 
discharge and removal, of the grounds 
therefor.

the purchase of materials and sup-

The report of the financial cominissior 


tfi submitted and is In every respect a docu 
ment worthy of careful perusal. 


It is strictly non-partisan, BO much s 


indeed that it recommends' tho coinpleti 
divorce of municipal government from 
partisan politics. 


It may be that were every source o 


extravagance cut off, every opportunity o 
gottinc "soft snaps" on tho city removed, 
the great aims of partisanship and of poli 
tical office seekers would be to a great ex- 
tont overcomo or set aside. 


At the outstart tho report shows -what 


must be acknowledgod to be the result of 
extravagance and misgovernuient in tl: 
abnormal Increase in expenditures as com- 
pared with tho Increase ia valuation and 
even of population. 


It ia a «orious exposure of what vras 


supposed to bo economic administrations 
to show that were tho tax rate as high 
the expenditures warranted it to be, it 
would have stood In round numbers from 
two to fivo dollars a J-1,000 higher than it 
n-ally was. This indicates to what extent 
tin; current expenses of government were 
nil'il up against the future, thus increas- 
ing to nn enormoo.1 extout the indebted- 
ness of the city. 


To overcomo thii the commission does 


not recommend an increase of the 
tax 


rat<! so much as economy in making ex- 
pciiJUurcs. 
The taxes are ultimately 


p.uil by the laboring people and to in- 
i'iv;iso tlie levy would, therefore, increase 
tin; burdens of labor. 
- But In regard to labor the commission 
would neither increase the burden nor les- 
sen the remumeration, but It would Insist 
upon a fair day's work for a fair day's pay. 
It would secure tho best value in tho labor 
market as well as hi any other market and 
for this reason would placo the street de- 
partment under tho operation of civil ser- 
vice rules in order that efficiency rather 
than political pull may rule In selecting 
employes. 


Tlie general plan of the city govern- 


ment is condemned and a radical changes 
recommended. 


• To overcome the deadlock feature 
and 


secure direct responsibility to the people 
the commission recommends that 
the 


mayor's powers be enlarged, that he be 
given the power of appointing all heads of 
departments subject to confirmation by 
aldermen except in case of 


in tho approval of all bills. 


The commission recommends the reor- 


ganization of the assessors' department on 
new lines derived from the Worcester de- 
partment and at reduced salaries. 


For tho benefit of the schools It is 


recommended that part of tho duties now 
| assumed by the board t>uch as the framing 
of tho curriculum aud selection of text 
books be submitted to state authority. At 
present tbe sparring between superintend- 
ent and principals on the matter of revis- 
ing tiio course of study justifies this re- 
commendation and shows that it is neces- 
sary. 


The commission would place the water- 


board under direct control of tho city gov- 
ernment same as any other department. 
Tills would undoubtedly save a lot of job- 
bery such for example as the general meter 
project anil many others. 
To place tin- 


street and fire departments under civil j '°^!'!:at. 
service rules would effect a decided im- 
provement and a considerable saving. 


In brief tho changes recommended be- 


yond those already stated would give each 
department a separate head directly re- 
sponsible to the mayor, give each a separ-

The legislative and executive depart- 


ments are thus to be kept entirely dis- 
tinct so that no alderman, no councilman 
and no committee of the city council shall 
have In hand tho expenditure of any 
amount of the city's money. 


That will preclude the idea of a legisla- 


tor pushing through a resolution provid- 
ing for a certain outlay in order that he 
may have control thereof. 
It also pre- 


cludes unauthorized junkets such as are 
frequently taken without warrant or au- 
thority at the city's expense. 


This recommendation as well as that for 


enlarging the mayor's power and appoint- 
ing a purchasing agent ia.good and should 
be adopted. 


In giving the aldermen power to reject 


all nominations made by the mayor, the 
commission seems to set up an obstacle to 
Increasing the powers of chief executive 
and to provide for a deadlock which the 
expressed intention is to remove. 


The Boston method of giving the mayor 


large executive powers is favored and with 
good reason. If he fails to serve the peo- 
ple right he can be removed at tho end of 
his ftrst term whereas it sometimes re- 


- quires a life-time to retire one of the de-. 


partment "hold-overs" who happens by 
trickery and shrewdness to get a good grip 
on the political balustrade along which are 
ranged the politicians, the statesmen and 
the office holders past, present and future.

curing charters for companies in the coun- 
ties of Iowa. Half a dozen a week have 
boon organized, with capital stock author- 
ized of from SI,000,000 to 815,000,000 each.

It is stated that t-ho syndicate does not 


intend to utilize tho articles itself, but is 
holding the charters for sale to corpora- 
tions in tho future.—Kevr York Times.

"It seems that as a protection against 
the effect of a deadlock in the Board in 
the future, the Superintendent should 
be empowered to fill all vacancies which 
the Board fails to fill after a- reasonable 
time.

lock. A rule providing that any molion

tremoly rapid, as though it could not catch 
up with his thought. He Impresses ono 
with tho belief that ho is absorbed in 
what he calls his life study,.that time is 
short and that every nerve must be strained 
to accomplish practical results while life 
remains. 


As ic is impossible to tho human mind 


to grasp a now thought except by com- 
parison with past experiences, it was quite 
natural to seek for similar modes of action 
in bettor known fields. 


It will bo remembered that Joshua, with 


his seven priests and sovon horns and the 
mighty shout from his people who sur- 
rounded the fated city of Jericho, caused 
its walls to fall flat. The ovent, though 
ancient, corresponds with tho supposed 
action of tho now force, in that it- may 
have been that tho vibrations caused by 
that unprecedented shout were miracu- 
lously attuned to the keynote or chord 
which dominated tho walls. This expla- 
nation is given for what It is worth, but no 
other phenomenon on record more nearly 
expresses tho idea which Mr. Keely's dis- 
course created in the mind of tho reporter, 
and it may servo to explain somo of the 
experiments which ho afterward witnessed. 


With this preliminary education in 


theory, some evidences of tho mysterious 
power were shown to the reporter by some 
experimental apparatus whioh Mr. Kcely 
had devised. A disk shaped apparatus 
was shown about IS inches in diameter 
ar.d 2 inches thick, covered with brass and 
divided into segments. Upon its face wero 
three tuning forks, with heavy tines, two 
of tho same pitch and the third a half note 
below. On tho lower edge was a small 
detachable piece of brass, with two small 
narrow strips of steel fastened to it. A 
brass cap, uko'the top of a fruit jar, filled 
even full with an amalgam paste, which 
ilr. Kcoly said ho had studied three years 
to produce, was attracted to these steel 
str!ps, and hanging to tho cap, or disk, as 
it might bo called, was an iron weight of 
140 pounds. Tho reporter applied several 
well kno^n tests for magnetism, so called, 
but tho usual responses woro not forth- 
coming. 
Mr. Kcely struck the threu tun- 


ing forks in succession, tho half tone sec- 
ond in ord<-r, and tho attraction ceased, 
and tho disk with its weight fell. 
On ap- 


plication tho disk was not attracted, nor 
could any evidences of magnetism be dis- 
covered. Tho forks were again struck, tho 
disk was applied, and it was again at- 
sractod r.nd supported its iron weight. 


Another test somewhat more moving 


and certainly not easier of solution was 
•tnado with a glass jar 41 inches high and 
1 foot in diameter, standing on glass, filled 
with what .Mr. Keely said was water, cov- 
ered with n. cap, in which were said to be 
copper and platinum strips responsive to 
curtain vibrations. In tho bottom of the 
jar was ono of the disks before referred to 
standing oa edge, also a metal ball tho 
size of an orange, said to bo filled with 
shot. 


3Ir. Keely connected the cap of this jar 


by a platinum wire with a sympathetic 
resonator. This was afiollow'brass ball, 
about S or 10 inches iu diameter, from oae 
sido of which protruded a straight cylin- 
drical handle which turned freely ou its 
axis. 
When worked by the hand,'it wiih- 


(ircw. or pushed iu, an iron bar inclosed in 
tho handle and acted apparently liko a 
switch to produce Iho desired combina- 
tions. A siii.ii; hornlike trumpet with sev- 
eral convolutions was attached to tho ball, 
also threo scales with a centerpiece, into 
which were thrust very manv steel plus of 
different lengths, in size liko'knltting nee- 
dle.*, all lying in tho same plane and look- 
Ing liko porcupine quills. 
These when 


struck gave tho notes of the scale, one I 
diatonic, one harmonic and ono attuned | 
in fifths—this from jnemory. 
I 


-Mr. Kwly then placed n disk on top of 


tho jar, like tho disk at the bottom 
Ho 


then struck' different wires on the soales 
and turned his switch until ho had struck 
tbo sympathetic chord to which tho disks 
responded, when tho lower disk started 
slowly upward through the water, follow- 
ed by the round, shotted weight, and both, 
with oven motion, wont to tho top of the 
jar with a small hump, such as an apple 
might give, and remained thoro. By 
striking other notes apparently they moved 
slowly down. 


Mr. Keely snid that ho believed that 


within two years ho would be running 
street cars with this ejectment, or push, 
process, which Is the system devised for 
the airship. The device will bo attached 
to the CM. No connection will bo made to 
the running Rear. The speed will bo con- 
trolled by a switch which Mr. Keely has 
spent years in perfecting, and which will 
give seven different rates of speed. No 
charging up of tho apparatus is necessary 
The sympathetic vibrations of tho ether

Of Great Practical Cue—How It %Vas Dis- 


covered In tho iVIountalna of Kortli Car- 
olina—Experts Say It la the Somo as 
Stmllcht. 


Experts say that the most wonderful 11- 


luminant yet invented has como from tho 
accidental discovery of a gas from acety- 
lene, heretofore vaguely known'as a chem- 
ical compound existing in small quantities 
and susceptible of birt limited manufac- 
ture. T. L. Wilson was trying to manu- 
facture clu-ap aluminium down at his 
works in tho little town of Spray, in North 
Carolina. Ho conceived the idea of de- 
composing lime and"-separating the metal 
calcium, and of thereafter bringing this 
calcium into contact with ordinary alu- 
minium, or clay, by fusing them together 
under tho influence of tho heat of tho elec- 
tric aro. 


In order to separate calcium, then, from 


lime Mr. Wilson one day in tho course of 
his experiments brought together burned 
lime and finely divided or powdered car- 
bon in tho form of coke dust. Ho used 
certain proportions of each ;jj)d put the 
mixture between the poles of'an electric 
arc. 
Intense heat resulted, tind the mix. 


turo was melted down. Instead of finding 
in his furnace after it had cooled off tho 
metal calcium of which he had been in 
search ho discovered a hundred or two 
pounds of a brown crystalline compound. 


Doubtless Mr. Wilson was disappointed, 


and this slag, this refuso-from an unsuc- 
cessful experiment, was cast aside. 
But 


for an accident it might have remained in 
tho refuse heap forever. 
Chanco, in the 


Bhapo perhaps of a slovenly office boy or 
a careless houfiecloaner, threw some water 
on this moss of brown slag. It may have 
been Mr. Wilson himself who hurled away 
tho dregs of his drinking cup. At all 
events, ho was present when a wonderful 
thing happened. As soon as tho water 
touched the brown mass Mr. Wilson saw, 
with intense Interest, that it began to fuse 
and Splutter and crumble, evolving all the 
while a gag whose properties he became 
immediately anxious to investigate. A 
chemical analysis of the gas disclosed the 
fact that it was acetylene. 
A match ap- 


plied to it generated at once a brilliant 
white light, BO intense and powerful as to 
dim tho electrio arcs near by and almost 
to scorch tho eyes. 


Nature had been once more at work in 


her laboratory for the benefit of man. 
Chemical analysis of tho brown mass found 
In tho furnace, tho slag or residuum, 
showed it to bo not a mixture, as Mr. 
Wilson had supposed, of metallic calcium 
and undecomposod lime and carbon, but a 
positive new chemical compound of cal- 
cium and carbon, expressed in tho formula 
of Ca2, C2. Tho oxides of the calcium 
had passed off as carbon monoxide, leav- 
ing the new product, calcium carbide. 
That was the brown slag. 


But what marvel of science took place 


when that water was accidentally thrown 
on tho mass oC calcium carbide? The wa- 
ter was instantly decomposed, tho calcium 
was released from its union with tho car- 
bon and reconverted into ordinary lime. 
The caloiuru carbide having thus lost its 
calcium, the carbon remaining was at 
once snapped up by the hydrogen of water, 
which is, of course, a compound of hydro- 
gen and oxygen. This new compound of 
hydrogen and carbon was none other than 
this wonderful acetylene gas, whoso chem- 
ical formula, C3 H2, indicates equal pro- 
portions of carbon and hydrogen. The ex- 
act results of the whole operation, con- 
ducted by nature in the presence of won- 
dering man, showed also that the contact 
of water and the brown mass would al- 
ways produce a positive percentage of tho 
new acetylene gas, which contains 92.5 of 
carbon and 7.5 of hydrogen. 


The light that resulted almost blinded 


tho eyes of tho observers, but it didn't 
blind their intellectual vision. They real- 
ized in an instant what a marvel flamed 
boforo them. 


I found Dr. J. J. Suckert, an expert in 


chemistry and physics. Ho said: "Acety- 
lene gas represents in itself the essence of 
all light. All illuminating compounds, 
whether gas or illuminating oil, cannot 
• 


evolve jighs without first having burned | 
off sufficient hydrogen and carbon to form ' 
acetylene. Now, acetylene gives forth 
light not by reason pf the incandescence 
of solid particles of carbon, as heretofore 
supposed; hut, and here is the whole point, 
because the carbon is incandescent in a 
vapor form-in this new gas, which, for 
that reason, emits a light equal in propor- 
tion to tho light of the sun. In fact, this 
new light is sunlight, for the two show 
exactly the same spectroscope." — New 
York Herald.

The civil engineer's office, like other

The engineer's sal- 
ary IB In the first Instance paid on the 
streot pay rolls and charged to the- ap- 
propriation for roads and bridges- af- 
terwards transfers are made to the ap- 
propriations .Cor sewers and drains and 
water department on an estimated bas- 
ic of services rendered to thosn depart- 
ments. The force employed under him 
Is also charged to various appropria,- 
tions, while certain miscellaneous ex- 
panses of his office are paid from the 
reservc-d fund. It la therefore difficult 
to ;u-rive at tho annual cost of Ms dc- 
!>artmer.t and impossible with certain- 
ty to make an annual comparison of 
the expenditures thereof. When it la 
considered how the expenditures of de- 
part morata' are increased by surplus 
force and ,6y the defective methods of 
purchase. 9f supplies,-such 'detail in 
crediting in order that each department 
may have due 'credit .'seems-unneces- 
sary. 


\Vo recommend that the office of the 
engineer be separately appropriated for, 
all expenses of his office, either for la- 
bor or supplies, to bo charged directly 
to such appropriation.

COMMONS, PARKS, BOULEVARDS. 


The commons and parks are under 
the direct control of a committee. The 
result Is that they have been for years 
the favorite loafing place of more or 
less paid employes. This is due to the 
lack of supervision and the abuse of 
patronage.

The expo ndltures of this department 
for 1S80 were $154,391.00 and for 18£M 
S193.216.02, an Increase of $38,824.43.

If a supply department is established, 


It will necessarily purchase all the sup- 
plies of this department as for all oth- 
er departments.

OHDINARY DEBT SINKING FUND. 


This fund, requires special consider- 
ation. It was created by an ordinance 
passed in April, 1880, and is Section 2 
yS*Pter 1, of the Revised Ordinances of 
1684, which reads as follows:

ThoczarJna—Alexandra Fuodcrovnn at 


her betrothal to Nicholas or Kussla. Oct. 
JM-Nov. a, 133-1—was born, at Darmstadt, 
Princess Alii Victoria Helen Louise Bea- 
trico of Hesso-bei-KhoIn, Juno 8, 1872. 
The reigning Grand Duke of Hesse, Ernest 
Louis Karl Albert "Wilhelm, born at 
Diu-mstadc in 1S6S, is her brother. Thcii 
parents wero Louis IV and Alice, Princess 
of Great Britain.and Ireland. Both are 
dead. Princess Alice was tho most bo- 
lovod of the daughters of Queon Victoria; 
Princess Alix ha* her firmness of chur- 
actcr. 


Sho met Nicholas at the wedding of hoi 


sister. ' Elizabeth, to the Grand Duke 
Serge, in 183-1. Princess Alix was 13 years 
old, and Nicholas 10. The children fell in 
love, but tho czar and tho anti-German 
faction at the court wero opposed to an 
alliance, which threatened the intruding 
oC Germnu influence into Russian diplo- 
macy, and the czarewltch's affection wag 
diverted for some ye£.rs. 


The Coartshlp. 


Princess Alii made & visit to the Rus- 


sian court with her father when she was 
18 years old. The czarewitch renewed his 
wooing, but Princess Alii was then zeal- 
ously attentive to her duties as a Luth- 
eran, aud the national exaction that she 
should become a member of the Orthodox 
church at her betrothal to tho czarewitch 
alarmed her. She would not listen to the 
czarewitch. He saw tho world with the 
eyes of his father. Ho had the latter's ! 
contempt for other nations, But when ho 
went to Coburg he said to his parents, so 
the court chronicler says: "I am deter- 
mined at last to have an answer from her 
own mouth." 


Princess Alix learned of this resolution 


from her brother-in-law. "Do you love 
him?" ha asked. She said, "5Tes." The 
death of tho czar hastened the marriage 
which skeptics said sould never occur, be- 
cause the cours was opposed to it because 
Princess Alix would not abjure her faith, 
and because a Russian orown was not a 
tempting promise to a German princess.

chaplain to Alexander, gave the benedic- 
tion. 


Gossip has made little of Princess Alix's 


life since her marriage.

York, whom ho resembles, and that this 
influence was not agreeable to Princess 
Alix.
